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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 , The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention as claimed, the claim 1 includes a limitation based upon 
conversion means for selecting a conversion rule conforming to a network technology 
and automatically converting the action parameters (such as a requested bandwidth, a 
monitor request, a duplex switching request) to network -technology -dependent 
parameters (parameters are parameters dependent upon the network such as ATM, 
SDH, FR, IP, for example) using the selected conversion rule. While a cornmunication 
network system for converting parameters is firmly documented by the cited prior art, 
the feature "conversion means for selecting a conversion rule conforming to a network 
technology and automatically converting the action parameters (such as a requested 
bandwidth, a monitor request, a duplex switching request) to network-technology- 
dependent parameters (parameters are parameters dependent upon the network such 
as ATM, SDH, FR, IP, for example) using the selected conversion rule" is novel and the 
invention is patentable.
